M. GAYOS has been studying the 


phylloxera ot the French vineyards with 
the object of discovering, if possible, 
some parasitic organism which might be 
propagated and made to destroy the 
phylloxera. He has found such organ- 
isms, and has striven to cultivate them, 
but with doubtful lesnlts. He is pursu- 
ing the investigation further. 
The rav- 


ages of the phylloxera have become a 
source of gieat loss to the vine-growers 
of France, and any researches promising 
ultimate relief from the pest arc cageily 
encouraged. 


EEMABKUSLE wind pressiues are ex 


perienced in India. On October 5, 18M, 
two passenger trains, one of eight 
vehicles and the other of twelve, were 
upset on th^e Eastern Bengal Railway, all 
the cars being overturned. Several cars 
were started from sidings by the foice ol 
the wind. On September 21, 1878, a 
long train was traveling on the same 
railway at a speed of about eight miles 
an hour, and was> brought to a standstill 
by a heavy stoim and forced back aboui 
a mile with full steam and brakes against 
it. It was found difficult to proceed 
alter detaching hah of the train. 
In- 


stances of this kind are said to be fre- 
quent on Indian railways. 


THE great icd spot on the plane! 


Jupiter still attracts a large share of at 
teution from astronomical observers 
This spot is of an elliptical form, witl 
tapering ends, and coveis a vast area 
being 29,000 miles long and 8,000 broad 
This mysteiions appearance was firs 
observed more than three years ago 
since wliich time its form seems not to 
have materially altered, although the 
ordinary dark hands crossing Jupiter's 
disc are in a state of constant change 
Speculations as to the natuie of the rcc 
spot have been numerous, bnt not very 
satisfactory. The dark lines across the 
planet are believed to be due to tl« 
atmospheric movements, and the sug 
gestion that the red spot is a portion p 
the body of the planet which has in 
some unknown way become visible 
through the atmospheric envelope seenii 
as plausible as any offered.

The f ollowingis a sketch of the military 


record of the departed: 


Deceased was a native ot Illinois. In 


1852 he removed to this city, where his 
childhood, youth ond early manhood were 
spent 
Wtoen the'call for troops was 


made ho enlisted as a private in the tot 
company raised in Decatur-Go. D, »m 
Illinois Infantry, under Capt. John r. 
Post, Col. B. J. Oglesby commanding the 
regiment. This was the three months 
sen-ice. At the expiration of his term ot 
enlistment he returned home for a brief 
time, and on Ang. 15th, 1861, he re-enlist- 
ed for three years in Co. "A," same regi- 
ment as above, under Capt. G. M. Brace, 
after the death o£ whom Frank Leeper 
was promoted to the captaincy. For 
meritorious conduct in the falloflobl, 
Private Albert was promoted to sergeant. 
At the capture of Ft. McHenry, in Feb., 
18C2, he was present He bore his part 
bravely at Ft. Donelsou during the con- 
tinuous fighting from the 12th to the 15 h 
of Feb., 1802. He was on the bloody field 
of Shiloh on April 6th and 7th, 02. In 
Jan., 'G3, after Grant's campaign through 
Mississippi, and about the time his coni- 
rnnnieationswere cut off at Holly Springs, 
Sergeant Albert, tor bravery, was promo- 
ted to 2nd Lient He was with the boys 
in the battles of Ft. Gibson, Miss., on 
May 1st, 'Ca, and at Raymond, Miss., on 
May 12th. On entering the battle of 
Ravmond Capt. Leeper was killed, and 
2d Lieut. Albert led the company through 
that desperate day's fight, at the close of 
which he was promoted to 1st Lieut., and 
George S. Durfee was made Captain. The 
following battle fields all found Lieut. 
Albert dauntless!}-fighting for the nag 
he loved: Jackson, Miss., May Ii, 18U.; 
Champion Hills, Miss, May K), l«w; 
Yicksburg, May 18,18fi;i; Jackson, Miss., 
July 7,1864, and many others. 
- At the close ot the war Mr. Albert re- 
turned to this city and engaged in busi- 
ness with his father. He was an honored 
and active member of the Macon County 
Veteran Association, and of. the Decatur 
Rides, Co. K,5th Reg., I. N. G. The 
Rifles' Armory is draped in mourning to- 
day and the ilag is hung at half must in 
memory of the deceased. 


In health William Albert was an in- 


dustrious citizen. He possessed many 
line traits of character that were admired 
by his many acquaintances in thin com- 
munity.
